degrees east. The fleet was steaming 
northward at the rate of nine knots, 
presumably being bound for Saigon, 
French Cochin China. The position 
in which the Nubia reports the Rus- 
sion fleet would place 
the vessels 


about 250 miles north of the Natuna 
Islands and east of a straight course 
from tne islands to Saigon. 


SL Petersburg, April 13—A dispatch

St Petersburg, April 13.—The lead- 


ers of the Russian attorneys' move- 
ment declare that their plans do not 
contemplate any assault on the mon- 
archical form of government or disloy- 
alty to the empire, but the elimination 
of absolutism and the establishment 
of participation by the governed .in 
the- direction of affairs, and especially 
in certain matters, as the budget and 
taxation; and the point of the rejec- 
tion, though by a small majority, of a 
resolution committing the assembly to 
"extra legal measures to show hatred 
of the existing order and bring about 
a democratic and legal mode of gov- 
ernment in Russia," bears out this 
declaration. 


Ambassador Meyer bas been pre- 


sented to Emperor Nicholas at Tsar- 
skoe-Selo. There was great ceremony 
on the part of the court but the occa- 
sion marked a. notable departure from 
the custom of the St. Petersburg court 
since the days of Minister C. R. Breck- 
inridge. Mr. Meyer wore no uniform, 
appearing in the simple evening dress 
of an American gentleman. 
In diplo- 


matic circles the keenest interest was 
manifested at the first interview be- 
tween the omperor and the new Amer- 
ican ambassador, owing to widespread 
belief that President Roosevelt has al- 
ready alJowed the information to be 
Conveyed to both belligerents that he 
stands ready, upon their mutual re- 
quest, to undertake the promotion of 
pear-? It is supposed that Mr Meyer 
delivered a confidential communica- 
tion to his majesty from President 
Roosevelt, but so far as is ascertain- 
able the emperor did not discuss the 
question of peace with tbe new am- 
bassador.

ed at the costs of the Water Works 
company and is a mere subteTIuge on 
the part of the plaintiff,

brought in the interests of the city — 
that is, if it is a clear case ot a con 
tract of maintenance of the litigation 
that is the end. of this case, and that 
if there is anything in the contention 
it will have to be made oy somebody 
who makes it in good faith and in the 
interests of the city. 


Counsel then proceeded to read the 


testimony taken in the Common Fleas 
court. 


Mayor Crilly Interviewed. 


The city officials -will fight the water- 


works case in the circuit court until 
the death. The time for a compromise 
is past and no proposition with that 
md in view will be considered in any 
case. Last week a proposal for a com- 
promise might have received favorable 
attention from the city, but now that 
the case has been called for trial it 
will be bitterly tought to the end. 


In an interview granted to a reporter 


for The Advocate, Mayor Crilly said: 
'Mr. Veach and myself have on two 
different occasions met for the purpose 
of discussing a trasraesSTproposition in 
connection with the waterworks situa- 
tion, but we have come to no conclu- 
ion, nor agreement 
in any 
shape. 


Therefore nothing will come of these 
meetings and there is nothing to be 
said further than that." 


As has been stated before, the city 


officials were favorable to the proposi- 
tion to purchase the old plant, provid- 
ed it could be purchased for a low fig- 
ure. It was then proposed to put in 
a new pump and extend mains until 
the city -was given ample water supply 
and sufficient fire protection- 


Regarding the statement which has 


>een made that a new plant cannot be 
built for less than a half million of 
dollars, Mayor Crilly said: 
"I have 


said right along that a waterworks 
plant which would be adequate for the 
city of Newark since its later growing 
spurt, could not be built for much less 
.ban $450,000. However, I am in favor 
of using the $300,000 as far as it will 
go and then ask the next municipal ad- 
ministration for an additional $150,000 
o complete the plant." 


Prospect for Long Fight; 


There is every indication of an ex- 


tended legal battle between the city 
and the Newark Water company, and 
inless present signs change, the city 
may nave trouble 
in beginning the 


construction of a new plant for per- 
haps two years. 


The water works injunction suit is 


now being heard in Circuit court. This 
court will either affirm Judge 
Sew- 


ard's dicision or reverse it 
In either 


case the battle will not end there. 


Should the case be carried into the 


Supreme court there will be further 
delay, and if the Circuit court and Su- 
preme courts sustain Judge Seward, 
there will still be another phase of 
he case to be dragged through per- 
haps al Ithe courts.

nis Mickey of Cleveland remained on 
the engine. The express, mail, bag- 
gage, smoking car, day coach and 
diner left the track and were over- 
turned. The three Pullman sleepers 
were not damaged. The wrecked cars 
are all badly smashed, and the pas- 
sengers were flung about and bruised.

TiiO only evidence now visible 


at the scene of the shooting is the 
numerous bullet holes in the iront of 
Berlin's saloon. The building resem- 
bles a frontier cabin after an attack 
from the redskins. 


Two arrests were, made in the case. 


Both were innocent parties as far as 
the shooting is concerned, but as the 
men are transient molders, they are 
being held until Corrigan is captured. 


It seems that there has been hart 


blood between Bergiri and Corrigan for 
several weeks, and thai lie has made 
numerous threats against the saloon 
keeper. Some weeks ago Corrigan en- 
tered Bcrgin's place and after spend- 
ing a few moments in front of the bar, 
he began to make himself disagreeable 
and as Bergin expressed it. "tried to 
run the place." 
A fight ensued in 


which Corrigan came out second best. 
Then followed the threats.

none found lodging in his foody. 


JJergin secured his #1111 as soon a?

rigan's fleeing form as he disappeared 
in the darkness. 


The two prisoners at the police sta- 


tion were unarmed anl thought that 
the light was to be carried on with fists 
as weapons. The result was that the 
two men were badly beaten up before 
the arrival of the policemen.
